THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF THE SOUTH-WEST OF 
IRELAND—No, XXII, 
[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

Tur BEREHAVEN District, East.—The road from Castletown 
to Kenmare is exceedingly interesting, and affords splendid views 
of the Kenmare river and harbour. On the opposite side is Dromore 
Castle, the beautiful residence of R. Mahony, Esq., J.P., &c., the 


Dunkerron and Kilcrohane mountain, West Cove, and Derrynane, 
the late Kerry residence of O’Connell. The Caha mountain range, 
which divides Bantry Bay from Kenmare river, are numerous unex- 
plored lodes of quartz, &c., containing yellow copper ore. Glen- 
more, in this range, is 2169 ft. above the sea level. The large and 
promising lodes in this mountain were about to be opened some 
time since, but the principal person having died suddenly nothing 
was done. On the top of Glenmore there is a large lake, from 
which a river flows into Kenmare Harbour, and in its descent might 
be applied for driving extensive machinery. To the east of Glen- 
more Lake there are loughs 2116 ft. above the sea level. These 
loughs overflow into Glen [rchiquia, thus forming the upper, mid- 
dle, and lower lakes of Clonee; from thence a large river flows into 
Kenmare Harbour; this river affords first-rate salmon fishing, while 
the Clonee lakes are full of trout. Between Clonee and Kenmare, 
near the shore, there are good indications of copper ore, and in 
some places rich carbonate of copper may be seen. 

The approach to Kenmare along the “ Wood-road,” with the light 
handsome structure of the suspension bridge thrown across the 
river, is as delightful a picture as can be imagined, and the new 
church, on the rising ground beyond the bridge, makes a perfect 
finish for the back ground, The site of ‘‘Cromwell’s Fort” is at the 
north end of the suspension bridge. I have often seen rich speci- 
mens of copper ore dug up near this spot. Kenmare and the sur- 
rounding districts suffered severely during the famine of 1846-7, 
The poor people were almost naked, starving, and dying, and as an 
immediate supply of food and clothing could not be procured, two 
clergymen, one a priest and the other a parson, resolved to go to 
London, and apply for help, They were well received by noblemen 
wealthy merchants, &c., and during their sojourn in the great me- 
tropolis they were invited to dine with a wealthy Jew; but on the 
day previous to the appointment the parson said he had scruples of 
conscience in dining witha Jew. “ Well,” said the priest, “have 
you any scruples of conscience in taking the Jew’s money? Our 
neighbours are dying of starvation. Put your scruples in your 
pocket. Let us go by all means.” They went, and were not only 
most hospitably entertained, but received a noble donation from the 
kind and generous Jew. The parson and priest were delighted 
with their reception, and returned home rejoicing, and praising the 
Jews, Gentiles, and Saxons of London, 

There is an excellent road from Kenmare, 14 miles, to the tunnel, 
which has been cut 200 yards through the Esk mountain On 
emerging from the tunnel one of the grandest sights in Europe sud- 
denly bursts in view. The noble expanse of Bantry Bay, and the 
exquisite scenery of the valley of Glengarriffe, as you wind round 
the rugged road in the side of the mountain, at an elevation of 
600 ft., has the appearance of a delightful revolving panorama, 
person can see Glengarriffe properly without ascending to the tun- 
nel; and the Kerry mountains can best be seen in their majestic 
grandeur when descending from the tunnel to Kenmare, 


beauties of Killarney can vie in sublimity of character, in greatness 
of effect, in the softer graces of the waving wood, or in the wilder 
rudeness of the mountain aspect of Glengarriffe. The climate of 
Glengarriffe resembles that of the South of Europe, it being com- 
pletely sheltered by the encircling woods and overhanging moun- 
tains. The beautiful lake in front of “ Eccles’s Hotel” is adorned 
with picturesque islands of various forms and dimensions, some 
merely denuded rocks, others crowned with oak and the flowering 
asbestus.”

THE GREAT RAILWAY TUNNELS OF THE ALPS—THE 
ST. GOTHARD. 
In his communication relative to the St. Gothard Tunnel, read 
|before the Geographical Congress at Paris, Mr. Louis SAUTTER 
remarked that the success of the work of making long tunnels by 
mechanical engines is due principally to the employment of com- 
pressed air as a means of transmitting the motive power. In 1846, 
when the question of the Mont Cenis Tunnel was first raised, and 
| when the Piedmontese Government had entrusted the survey of the 
| project to the Belgian engineer, Mr. Maus, that gentleman invented 
‘a drilling apparatus which, tried the same year at the Val -d’Oc, 
near Turin, gave remarkable results; but it was necessary to work 
/it at a great distance from the power, and the employment for this 
| purpose of the wire-ropes proposed by Mr. Maus presented difficul- 
| ties which‘were practically insurmountable. The Sardinian Govern- 
/ment, when publishing, in 1849, the report of the technical commis- 
/sion appointed to examine the project of Mr. Maus, and which de- 
cided upon its adoption, put, as it were, en demewre all the engineers 
| who had given observations and advice on the subject of this new 
and bold enterprise. In spite of the publicity given to this report, 
|and to the satisfactory experiments in the Val d’Oc, it may be af- 
firmed that from 1848 to the end of 1852 neither the Mont Cenis 
commission nor the Sardinian Government had brought forward 
any proposition worthy of attention. The idea of transmitting 
power by compressed air, which is to-day so general that it seems 
strange that everybody did not think of it at once, had not sug- 
gested itself to anyone. In the absence of exact experiment it was 
believed that the movement of air through tubes of small diameter 
could not be effected with friction and loss of pressure so great 
that at a short distance almost the whole of the effective force would 
be absorbed. To Prof. Colladon, well known by his scientific labors 
and one of the founders of the Ecole Centrale of Paris, belongs in- 
contestably the merit of having first made exact experiments on this 
| subject, and the still greater merit of having communicated, in 1852, 
these results to the Sardinian Government, at the same time explain- 
|ing various methods of economically compressing air and utilising it 
| formachine drilling and ventilation. Prof.Colladon’s communication 
| led to the abandonment of the methods proposed by Mr. Maus, and the 
|compressed air system was definitively adopted for the Mont Cenis 
|Tunnel. It is regrettable that the distinguished Italian engineers 
| who conducted the work rendered no greater justice to Prof. Colla- 
‘don, and took no notice of the rights which his patents had secured 
to him, which rights he has never ceased to maintain. 

Eighteen years later we again find Prof. Colladon in connection 
with the St. Gothard enterprise, of which he is the consulting engi- 
He now rejects the employment of the enormous machines 
with a column of water, without the aid of which the Mont Cenis 


was impossible. He shows that this compression may be obtained 
by means of pumps of similar construction, and with speed of piston 
at least equal to that of ordinary steam-engines, and he shows the 
means by which the heat given off during the compression can be 
absorbed at the moment of its production, so as to avoid useless 
work, and unnecessary wear and tear in the parts of the machine. 
The advantage of these innovations, which justifies the same being 
said of Prof. Colladon with regard to air-compressing apparatus as 
was said of Leon Foncault with regard to electric light regulatore— 
“ He has said upon this question the first and the last word ”—may 
be resumed thus :—At Mont Cenis (Bardonnéche side) it was neces- 
sary‘in order to obtain per minute 8 cubic metres of air compressed 
to 7 atmospheres to use 7 large hydraulic wheels, working 28 air- 
pumps, the whole contained in 7 distinct buildings, covering a super- 
ficial area of 2000 square metres. At St. Gothard (Goeschenen side) 
they obtain per minute 20 cubic metres of air, eompressed to 8 atmo- 
spheres, by means of 4 turbines (weighing together scarcely more 
than one Mont Cenis water-wheel), and 15 Colladon air-pumps, the 
whole contained in one building of 360 square metres superficial area. 
This improvement in the method of compressing the air constitutes 
the principal progress made at St. Gothard belongs entirely to Prof. 
Colladon. From figures made up to August 30 it appears that in

for, of course, by the sheltered position of this truly lovely spot, ed 
A novel mode of watering herbage was exhibited in the garden. A long gr; 
plot is underlaid with perforated pipes, and as soon as the water is turned ints 
these it shoots up over the whole surface in pretty designs, We mention this pro- 
cess as it is turned to good effect on the Duke’s estate for feeding sheep. The 
alternately feed on patches such as we have described, and as soon as they hen 
cropped one portion of the herbage they are moved on toanother, whilst the wer 
of irrigation is brought into action, and there is, consequently, kept UP a suppl 
of fresh green pasture for them. There are salmon-breeding ponds in the gardens. 
but as this process is carried on very extensively elsewhere we shall take occasion 
to speak of it again. The visitors examined with great interest the Contents of 
his Grace’s private museum, where everything was kindly explained by Dr. Joass 
who is a high anthority upon the geology of the North of Scotland. * Besides old 
Pictish relics, the museum is rich in geological specimens, as well as g fine col. 
lection of birds. The party partook of lunch with the Duke at the castle, and then 
proceeded in conveyances to a large quarry which is being worked in the Oolite 
formation on the sea coast, not far beyond the castle. The stone is exceeding] 
white, and of excelleut quality. y 
A few remarks may appropriately be made here upon the geology of the North 
of Scotland. In no other part of the world is there, perhaps, greater evidence of 
the wisely ordained revolutions of Nature. There exist here some oi the Oldest 
formations; in fact, the whole district principall consists of them, and there are 
also tracts of some of the most recent deposits. Internal heat and convulsions and 
vast seas and denudation, everywhere show evidences of their mighty work, The 
foundation of the strata here is gneiss, composed of a grey or reddish Crystalling 
compound of felspar, quartz, and mica. The county of Sutherland is composed 
almost entirely of this, excepting where a narrow strip of oolitic formation Tung 
along the east coast, and on the west, where there are occasionally patches of Old 
Red Sandstone. This gneiss, together with the mica slates and quartzites in places 
spread over it, is regarded by some geologists as identical with the Lower Silurin 
and Cambrian strata. In Caithness the conglomerate foundation is covered by 
three divisions of the Old Red Sandstone. The lower division consists of op. 
glomerates and yellowish and red sandstones. The middle bed is an enormous de. 
posit of dark bituminous schist, slightly micaceous and calcareous, full of fish Te 
mains—amongst others, the osteolepis, coccosteus, dipterus, and asterolepis, From 
this deposit the celebrated Caithness flagstones are worked. The Earl of Caithnesy 
presented to Mr. Alexander Smith, for the South Staffordshire Museum, a very 
tine specimen of bituminous shale from these beds, which he is regularly burnin 
with coal in his domestic fires. The third division is red sandstones with mott] 
marls, 
After a thorough examination of the stone quarry the visitors were conducted 
by the Duke, accompanied by the Earl of Caithness, Lord Colville, and others of 
the nobility, to his colliery at Brora, At these pits workings are being opened up 
in the oolite coal, which is 3 ft. 6 in. thick, and if we are not mistaken this is the 
only place in the world where itis worked. The coal, though tender, is very bright, 
and is a valuable product so far north, The following is an analysis of an average 
sample :—

The majority of the party descended the pit, and walked through the workings, 
On arriving again at terra firma an inspection was made of the Duke's brickworks, 
where all kinds of bricks, froin white tire to the commonest red, including some 
very fine specimens of red facing bricks, also pipes, tiles, &c., are being made by 
machinery from the native clay. The Duke is erecting some excellent cot 
for his workmen, and they are said to be the only ones built of brick north of 
Perth. The Duke has a large shed here containing good sawing machinery for 
working up timber. The company were driven from these works to the shore ofa 
large private fishing lake, where the process of artificially breeding salmon was 
explained; it is carried on toa greater extent here than anywhere. The ova is 
taken from the fish at the fall of the year (when they are netted for the purpose 
and afterwards returned tothe water), and is placed upon a bed of gravol in oblong 
boxes, through which a stream of pure water is continually kept ranning. The 
boxes are arranged in ascending tiers, in houses built of heather, which keeps them 
very warm in winter. The fish are hatched and cared for till the case of the ovum 
has entirely left them, when they are put in small pools outside, and kept till they 
are about 1% ir. long, at which stage they are turned into the streams and rivers, 
The female salmon gives about 1000 ova for every pound of its weight. Afters 
little trout fishing in the lake the party returned to dine at their hotel. 
On the Tuesday morning an early start was made in the duke’s own train and 
engine, driven by himself, from Thurso and Wick, in the extreme North. The 
Sunderland and Caithness Railway at one portion of the route attains an height of 
700 ft. above the sea level.

UTAH SILVER-LEAD MINING COMPANY. 


The adjourned extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was 
held at the offices, Austinfriars, on Tuesday, 

Mr. GEORGE BATTERs in the chair. 

Mr. LAVINGTON (secretary) read the notice calling the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, you are aware that the meeting 
(of which this is an adjournment) was originally called by the di- 
rectors to ask your advice as to what course should be pursued in 
the future management of the company. The opinion of the meet- 
ing was that an inspection of the mine should be made, and that the 
directors should endeavour to obtain all the information possible, 
and report to a subsequent meeting ; the opinion of the meeting also 
was that Mr. Woodifield (who had been sent out by the Flagstaff 
Company) should be requested to inspect our mine, if his services 
could be obtained ata cost not exceeding 50/., and, failing Mr. Woodi- 
field, that we should endeavour to get someone else. The finances 
of the company at that time, as at the present, were at so low an 
ebb that economy was indispensable—that is to say, the company 
was not in a position to pay any very large fee to anyone. The pro- 
perty has been inspected so many times, and always with such sad 
results, that the directors themselves had no very great heart to in- 
cur any further expenditure in the way of inspection. However, 
every effort was made to obtain the services of Mr. Woodifield, through Mr. Snell, 
who was the solicitor to the Flagstaff, who had sent Mr. Woodifield out, and it was 
thought that Mr. Snell could secure his services cheaper than anyone else. We were 
not able to secure & report from Mr, Woodifield at the cost of 50/., as he declined 
to inspect it under 1007. and his expenses, and as the directors saw nothing very 

cular to be gained by the report his services were not secured, as they could 
not be obtained on the terms which you instructed the directors to offer. e have 
had sundry letters from our agents over there, from Mr. Longmaid (who is no 
longer in the compan ’s service), and from Mr. Argall, all following up the same 
miserable story. We have been told over and over again that there is no ore in the 
mine, at the same time we are apprised every now and then that someone has 
«jamped” the mine, or that someone else, to whom we have leased the machinery 
fora small sum of money, has been stealing large quantities ot ore. We are in a 
state of bewilderment except in this—that if any ore is found people take it from 
us,and spend our money to make discoveries, not for the benefit of those connected 
with the company. It is a miserable episode of mining by Englishmen in Utah, 
and those wretched countries, for they are wretched as far as getting anything 
like law and justice are concerned. As regards our financial position, we have 80/. 
at the bankers and 50/. in the shape of unpaid calls; there is a claim of 150/. upon 
us by Messrs. Bennett and Whitney, who acted as our solicitors out there, but we 
demur tothat claim. As to the mine nothing is being done: it is in charge of Mr. 
Argall, at a cost to us of 20/. per month. There ia still an amount owing us by 
Mr. Bateman of about 300/., for which we have instructed our solicitor to sue him. 

Mr. WALKER: What has become of the large balance which was shown in the 
last balance sheet? } y 

The CHAIRMAN: Mr. Lavington will answer that question. I may say that a 
few days ago I met Mr. Wilson, a large shareholder, who takes a very great in- 
terest in the mine, he told me he could not attend this meeting, and I said I would 
try and get the meeting adjourned to a day which would suit him. Therefore, the 
only course will be to adjourn this meeting, if it be your pleasure, in order that 
Mr. Wilson may have an opportunity of attending. I have, as I have said, seen 
him, and told him the circumstances, and requested his advice and assistance, in 
the same way as we shall be glad to have the advice and assistance of any share- 
holder, I think the best thing would be to sell the mine and divide the assets (if 
there are any) amongst the shareholders. As far as we are concerned it seems im- 
possible for us to arrive at any result likely to benefit yourselves or us, and I am 
heartily and entirely sick of the whole affair. 

Mr. T. @. TAYLOR said he gave the directors credit for having acted honestly 
and to the best of their judgment, but no doubt they had been kept in ignorance 
of the real state of things, and fooled by people on the other side. He had every 
reason to believe that the company possessed a property in the mine, and yet they 
paid a man $100 per month to let people in to stealthe ore. They had a short time 
since a man named Longmaid in their employment, who found it convenient to 
establish works on a spot close by, and to shuffle out of this company’s service. 
The mine was then let to another person, who use 1 a jigging- machine, and made 
use of this company’s ores. He did not like to say that there was only one gentle- 
man at the board in whom he had con idence; he had the most perfect confidence 
inthe honour and integrity of Mr. ..atters, who had, to his own knowledge, in 
many cases shown great integrity, ability, aud zea!, which had been of tlie greatest 
service to the shareholders. But what he should like would be that Mr. Apple- 
garth, in conjunction wit! some shareholders, should see if they could not form a 
small company to work the mine. A mining engineer, in whom he had every con- 
fidence, hud told him that his firm conviction was that there was plenty of ore in 
the mine, and that large quantities of ore had been stolen from it. Mr. Sewell de- 
clared they had a good mine, but Mr. Sewell was about to start for Peru, and, 
therefore, his services could not be obtained. He wished they could have obtained 
the services of such a man as Mr. Sewell. 

The CHAIRMAN: The shareholders themselves chose Mr. Longmaid, who spent 
a large sum of money there under the sanction of the shareholders.

Mr. T. G@. Taytor: Has Mr. Woodifield sent home anything in the shape of a 
letter ?——The CHAIRMAN; Possibly Mr. Snell knows. The only communication 
is dated July 29, in which Mr. Longmaid says that Mr. Woodifield does not 
wish to inspect the mine; and, moreover, that the mine is not in a position to be 
inspected, as the water is in the winzes.

e wrote to say that he was glad 1 did not accept his offer, as it would not have 
paidhim. I understand that Mr. Woodifield arrived in England on Saturday; I 
shall, no doubt, see him in a day or two, and if you adjourn the meeting I will 
ascertain what he has done. 

The OHarRMAN: We want to get something out of the fire; we want to consult 
you. It has been an unhappy and an unfortunate affair, and I repeat I am heartily 
tick of it. I wish something could be done to relieve us of the responsibility, not 
that I want to leave, I never yet left a sinking ship, and I will stick to it tothe very 
last, and do my best in the interests of the shareholders. There is no wish on my 
part to run away from a duty. As long as I can be of service to you you may com- 
mand me, but when I can be of no further use put someone in my place. I do 
Rot see any use of going to the expense of resuscitating the company ; if you think 
it is desirable to work the company some means could be devised to save the ex- 
Dense, and if Mr. Wilson and two or three shareholders would come on the board 
and assist in carrying out the views of the shareholders we should be only too gad.

Mr. APPLEGARTH said that if the meeting was adjourned for a few weeks he 
would, if the meeting authorised him so to do, send out a telegram to a gentleman, 
named Roberts, whom he knew in Nevada, asking for a full statement of what 
could be done. 

After a short discussion, on the mnotion of Mr. TAYLor, seconded by Mr. ARTHUR, 
a resolution was passed accepting Mr. Applegarth’s offer, and requesting that gen- 
tleman to at once put himself in communication with Mr. Roberts, and report to 
an adjourned meeting. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors closed the proceedings. 





PATELEY BRIDGE LEAD MINES anp SMELTING COMPANY. 
More than ordinary interest surrounded the statutory meeting 
of this company (held at the mines on Wednesday), arising from 


the circumstance that this is the first public undertaking which 
has been formed for many years past to work the metallic resources 
of our Northern Counties. Great importance was seemingly attached 
to the occasion by many influential connections, indicating that the 
successful establishment of this enterprise is likely to lead to the 
district becoming a most important mining centre for the profit- 
able employment of associated capital.

They are 
paid in this way—if the mines be a success, that which is small in 
the beginning will be increased in the future as the profits shall 
be increased.

of = croppings. The following are improvements which I suggest should be 
made:— 

The motive power has sufficient capacity to lift double the load that is now re- 
quired when all the stamps and other machinery are attached. A place on the 
main floor and on a line with the battery, has been left to add other ten stamps; 
there is also an abundance of room in the main building and on the line of the pan- 
floor, to add four more pans and two more settlers, by removing the retorting and 
smelting furnaces to a shed outside of the main building (where such work should 
always be carried on more effectually to guard against fire). L would, therefore, 
recommend : 

First.—That ten more stamps, four pans, and two settlers be added ; my reason 
for this is that, for example, if one can reduce 20 tons per day with 20 stamps ata 
cost of $15 per ton, with 30 stamps, 30 tons per day at a cost $10 per ton can be 
treated, as it is a well known fact that it requires no more men to run 30 stamps 
than it does to run 20, besides with such a surplus of power on hand, a very small 
amount of extra fuel will be required. 

Second.—As there about $45,000 worth of tailings on hand, 76 to 80 per cent. of 
which can certainly be extracted with no othercost than hauling from the reservoir 
into the mill, that a tailing pan be erected for the purpose of working up these tail- 
ings; it can be set up in a line with the settler shaft, and with very fittle expense. 
No extra labour will be required to work this machine; it can be run at the same 
time and independent of the other machinery. I would also suggest to remove 
the present elevating apparatus, and reconstruct it differently, in order that it may 
ee into a receiving hopper, and thereby dispense with the labour of two men 
in 24 hours. 

Third.—I should recommend the Aiken furnace (so called) to be removed and a 
Stetefeldt to be erected in its stead, as the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
State of Nevada is that it is an infringement on the Stetefeldt patent in every es- 
sential particular, and forbids the further use of the Aiken concern. Aside from 
this decision, I recommend the discontinuance of its use, as it is a well-known fact 
to all mining men hereabouts that the Camp Floyd mill has produced a higher 
perenne on the same ore (Sunnyside) by running raw than was done by the 
ioneer mill by roasting with the Aiken. 

Fourth.—That two or three levels be run on the line of water belt to cut through 
the belt of clay, and double the present supply of water, connecting with the main 
pipe by branch pipes.

THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF VICTORIA. 


The Mineral Statistics for 1874, just issued by the Department of 
Mines, are very gratifying to all who feel interested in the pros= 
perity of the colony; for, although the gross yield of gold, as 
measured by the exports and the gold minted, is less than that of 
1873, the average per man per annum is greater than it has been 
for many years past. Quartz veins giving more than 3ozs. per ton 
have been found at depths exceeding 800 ft., and more than 190 ft. 
below the level of the sea; and there is no doubt that when the 
numerous auriferous veins are more extensively developed the co- 
lony will find in these lasting stores of wealth. The several data 
were obtained from diverse sources, and the charactersof the gen- 
tlemen from whom the department receives information is a suf- 
ficient guarantee that no unavoidable mistakes can have been made, 
and there is no available check that has not been used in order to 
make the tables accurate and complete. The estimates of gold 
raised during the year showed that there was exported, according 
to returns furnished by the Commissioners of Trade and Customs, 
904,154 ozs. There was received at the Melbourne branch of the 
Royal Mint 251,8180zs.; raised according to estimates made by the 
mining registrars, 1,097,644 ozs.; and purchased, from returns made 
by managers of banks and others, 1,105,1l50zs, It appears that 
967,069 tons of quartz yielded at the rate of 11 dwts. 204 grs. per 
ton; 69,439 tons of quartz tailings, mullock, &c., yielded 2dwts. 
per ton; and 6725} tons of pyrites, blanketings, &c., yielded 
2 oz. 16dwts. 8 grs. per ton. As compared with 1873, there is a 
small decrease in the quantities of vein-quartz put through the 
mills, but the gross quantity of gold obtained from vein-quartz in 
1874 was 60064 ozs. in excess of that got in 1873. 

The decrease in the mean number of miners employed during 
1874 as compared with the preceding year was 5545; and as com- 
pared with 1872 the decrease was 8147, The withdrawal of such 
large bodies of men from an occupation that, on the whole, gives 
good returns for the labour bestowed on it is the cause of the great 
reduction in the produce of gold. While the average earnings per 
man per annum continue to increase, the numbers engaged in gold 
mining decrease; and if there were not great inducements held out 
to miners to abandon mining operations, the yield of gold, instead 
of falling off, would be greater than in former years. The miners 
have now better machinery and better appliances for saving gold 
than ever they had; and yet they are leaving the mines, in order to 
engage in other pursuits. Some interesting information has been 
obtained from Mr. Hayter, the Government statist, as to the number 
of hands employed in certain kinds of labour in 1866 and 1874, and, 
excluding females, it is shown that between those dates the number 
employed on farms increased from 33,147 to 56,581 ; on squatting 
runs, the decrease was from 6799 to 5128 ; in breweries, the increase 
was from 614 to 988; in flour-mills, from 632 to 725; and in manu- 
factories, works, &c., from 7628 to 18,921; giving a total of 48,820 
in 1866, and of 82,343 in 1874. The number of Chinese miners has 
diminished from 15,079, in 1870, to 12,180, in 1874, The average 
earnings of gold miners in 1874 was 99J. 8s. 3d. per man. There 
has been no higher average than this during the past 18 years, ex- 
cept in 1868, when an average of 104/. 18s. 9¢d. was reached. 

With regard to metals other than gold, it appears that during the 
year 180 tons of silver ore were raised, and 11,906 ozs. of silver ob- 
tained, of which 11,146 ozs. 5 dwts. were parted from gold smelted 
at the mint. The exports of tin ore during the year were 112 tons 
14 ewts., and of tin, 86,016 lbs. Of copper, 10 tons 2 cwts. were 
exported. There were raised during the year 588 tons 7 cwts. 
3 qrs. 9 lbs. of antimony ores, and 231 tons of antimony regulus 
were exported. The quantity of lead ore raised during the year was 
111 tons. Of iron ore, 130 tons 10 cwts. were raised. Of coal 
2909 tons, and of lignite 750 tons were raised. There were also 
raised 1961 tons 2 ewts. of flagging, and 85 tons of slates. 








AMERICAN TIN AND TERNE PLATES. 


Until a very recent date no tin or terne plates have been made in 
this country. It will, therefore, be of interest to our readers to 
know something of the processes by which they are manufactured. 
The main portion of the so-called tin-plate isa thin sheet of wrought- 
iron which forms the body of the plate, or foundation on which the 
tin is put. Although it takes a considerable degree of skill to coat 
a plate perfectly, yet the principal part of the art of tin-plate 
making is in the preparation of the iron. There has been in past 
time an opinion prevailing that tin-plates could not be made from 
American iron, and, as a consequence, the iron had to stand all the 
blame for the non-introduction of the manufacture long ago. That 
this assumption is a false one is abundantly proved by the fact that 
in the United States Iron and Tin-Plate Company, at McKeesport, 
Pa., block tin is the only foreign material used, and in the two other 
establishments which are making tin-plates American iron is ex- 
clusively used. In the construction of a tin-plate mill the main 
features are essentially the same as those of a sheet iron mill, but 
all the work must be done with very close calculation, greatest ex- 
actness, and with the careful attention of all workmen, since the 
size and weight must be determined before in the bariron, After 
the iron is rulled into sheets and cut to size, it is put into a bath of 
dilute sulphuric acid, or pickled, to cleanse it from adhering scale, 
After this process it is packed in air-tight cast iron boxes, and 
heated in a furnace, with a slow red heat, in order to anneal it. 
After it is softened by the annealing it is cold rolled, annealed, and 
again cold rolled, and then polished, after which it goes through 
another acid bath, called “ white pickling,” and is then ready for 
the tinning room or wash-house. In this a row of cast iron boxes, 
or pots, is built up into a hearth, each one of which, however, is 
fired separately. The first pot into which the plates are dipped is 
filled with melted tallow. After the plates are well covered with 
grease they are taken to the tin pot, which is filled with melted tin 
covered bya layer of grease. In this pot the plates receive the first 
coat of tin. From this pot the plates are taken to the wash pot. 
which is filled with a better class of tin, and receive their regular 
tin surface. : 

The plates are then taken out, and brushed off on both sides with 
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this pot is composed of palm oil and tallow. Beneath the sarfens 
of the grease in this pot there is a set of three, or sometim:s five, 





horizontal rolls, The first and second roll draw the plates down 
into the pot. When they clear the rolls below an automatic cradle 
on the bottom pushes them up, so that the second and third rolls 
bring the plates out again, These rolls take off the surperfluous 
tin, and give the plate a beautiful polished surface. The tin which 
drops off from the plates settles in the bottom, and is once a day 
returned to the tin pot by a hot metal pump. From this grease 
pot the plates yo to a rack, on which they are cooled, after which 
they are rubbed off in middlings, or bran, in order to remove the 
adhering grease, A final rubbing with a soft sheepskin finishes the 
plates, which are then ready for the assorter, who picks out those 
which are defective, called wasters, and assorts them according to 
their different weights. The plates are then packed in boxes, and 
are ready for shipment. : 
There are only three manufactories of tin-plates in the United 
States. One of these—the Iron-Clad Can Company, of this city— 
makes only extra sizes; the other two, however, make the regular 
sizes, and come into competition with foreign plates. These are 
the United States Iron and Tin-Plate Company, above mentioned, 
and Rogers and Burchfield, of Leechburg, Pa. Both of these firms 
have proved that tin-plates can be manufactured in America of as 
good quality as any coming from abroad. And it is with no small 
amount of gratification that we note this step in the manufacturing 
progress of the country. 

The United States Iron and Tin Plate Company have recently 
doubled the capacity of their works, in order to meet the demand 
for the American plates. This is a hopeful sign in the present dull 
times, and speaks well for the management of the concern. The 
“U.S.” brand of terne plates produced here have made quite a repu- 
tation for themselves, and are giving great satisfaction. The com- 
pany are making a large quantity of fine black plates, besides show- 
card, frying-pan, and shovel-iron. The stamping-iron is of excep- 
tionally fine quality and stands as high as anything in the market.

ECHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET. 


Although Cornish smelters continue to give considerably more 

than their official standard, no rise has up to the moment of writing 

been announced, although such a movement appears imminent. A 

very good trade is now being done in the metal, and we believe 

stocks are going into firm hands—an important feature in a rising 

market. Whilst colonial and foreign imports show at the moment signs of decrease, 

consumption continues to increase with rapid strides. The following statistics show- 
ing the English exports for eight months ending August last will, doubtless, prove 
interesting toour readers. During the period in question this country sent abroad 

96,649 tons, as compared with 78,283 in 1874. Of this amount America took very 
nearly 70,000 tons, whilst the increase in demand from “other countries” amounted 
to no less than 8000 tons more than from January to August last year. If increased 
value in tin was not so likely to stimulate increased supplies from Australia the 
prospects of the tin trade would be very good. As itis, however, they are encour- 
aging at present. Copper, comparatively speaking, has been quiet, and prices are 
rather in favour of buyers, still no definite fall has been established. Copper shares 
are in good request, whilst a large business has been done in all the leading tin 
mines. We may remind our readers that the Autumn Banca sale takes place on 
the 29th inst., and, as we have already announced, 22,900 slabs will then be offerei 
for disposal. Iron—that is, the raw material—is looking rather better. The ex- 
ports, cemparing the year as far as it has run off with the corresponding period of 
last year, have increased 39,491 tons. The trade for finished material, however, 
continues dull. Coal shows some signs of improvement, and we believe prices have 
now seen the worst for the present year. The winter quarter is now rapidly ap- 
proaching, and consumption will increase. Colliery shares have not been dealt in 
very largely during the week. The principal business has been in Thorp’s Gawber 
Hail, Cardiff and Swansea, New Shariston, and Chapel House. Thetwo first-named 
are now at very low prices, the quotations being respectively 7 to 8 and 2% to 34. 
A few shares in United Bituminous have changed hands. The directors are now 
endeavouring to raise fresh capital, and news of the result of their efforts is being 
anxiously waited for by many. Bilson and Crump have commanded a few trans- 
actions, but by far the largest business has been done in Chapel House. Good ac- 
counts continue to be received from the colliery, and the sinking of the new shaft 
is proceeding at a fair rate. Large contracts have been booked at good prices, and 
the whole output is disposed of with ease at something above the current quota- 
tions. The new pit is down to a depth of 176 yards, and the erection of the ma- 
chinery is nearly completed. Silkstone Fall, having gone into liquidation, have, of 
course, become unsaleable; just prior to the announcement, however, transactions 
took place at 5s. to 7s. 6d. per share. We hear several of the Staffordshire collieries 
are doing well, but as these companies are, as 9 rule, more or less held by investors, 
shares do not often come upon the market, business, whenever it arises, being 
chiefly carried through by private negociation. : 

To turn again to Cornish affairs, as we have stated above, a good deal of business 
is being done, and reports from the local markets show a fair amount of activity ; 
at the same time we think a good deal of speculation isrife. Doleoath shares have 
advanced, and the like can be said of Carn Brea, Cook's Kitchen, South Condar- 
row, Tincroft, West Basset, and West Seton. At Cargoll eight men are working 
hard in the 11, east of Doctor's shaft, for the purpose of getting under the winze 
and ore ground gone down from the adit east of Bowyer’s shaft; the point is 
worth % ton of lead ore per fathom, and it is hoped that by the sinking of the 
winze a good course of ore will be laid open. Mr. Basset, the extensive mineral 
lord of Tehidy, has offered 200/. as a prize for the best rock-boring machine.

ReMARKS,—Although there is not much material alteration in 
the position of the Metal Market to comment upon this week, still 
there are indications once more apparent of a tendency to improve, 
which as time wears on may develope more decidedly, but not to 
the return of normal activity until the opening of the shipping 
season next year. Prices generally tend to firmness, notably in the 
tin market, which has been rising for some time past, and is now from 30s. to 2/. 
higher than last week. Copper, on the other hand, is slightly easier. Btill, the 
appearances are in favour of the maintenance of values generally. : 

The past months must have effected some positive good to the community, 
although not unattended with inconvenience to individual sufferers, some of whom 
have courted the calamities which have fallen upon them by the rashness of their 
proceedings and the unwarrantable character of their transactions. Others, who 
deserved a better fate, have been drawn into the vortex; but the result is an 
effectual clearance of unsound speculation, 

The credit system has received a death blow, and those markets which have been 
upheld by long credits have naturally suffered most A wholesale check has been 
given to schemes which might answer the purposes of promoters —but of none 
others—new andertakings of a less questionable character have been held over 
until the times should improve. The Press has done good service in the exposure 
of what is unsound, and the publication within the last few days of the Foreign 
Loan Blue Book, v hich may be purchased at 8s. 6d., reveals truths which have 
already cost the nation millions of money, and which, if the contents be profited 
by, may save the nation millions more. The bankers have throughout this trying 
period exercised due caution, so that the general position of the mercantile body 
must be sounder than it was, the atmosphere must have been cleared, and confi- 
dence must in a great measure be restored. 

CopprerR.—The market has been very limited, and sales have been 
effected with difficulty. There has been but little change in the 
quotations for Chili bars, which stand at 81/. and 81/, 5s, Picked 
brands, 82s, to 82/7. 10s. cash. English tough very quiet at 88/.; best 
selected, 89/, to 90/, India sheets are quoted 94/., and Yellow Metal 
7% to 8}. . bie P 

Iron.—The state of trade in South Wales exhibits no improve- 
ment; indeed, just at the moment the attention of masters and men 
is diverted from the main object for which they are associated—on 
the part of the masters the obtaining of work, and on that of the 
men the execution of the same, to a new phase of internecine war- 
fare, regarding which both sides appear to be equally firm. It 
appears that the masters demand that the men should apologise for certain expres- 
sions which Mr. Macdonald, their representative at the Conciliation Board, has 
made use of in regard to the lock-out by the masters of 50,000 men at the beginning 
of this year. The men instead of electing another representative have upon various 
occasions declared their intention of not withdrawing their confidence from Mr. 
Macdonald. This being so, Mr H. Vivian, M.P., the representative of the masters 
at tle board, published the following letter : —‘‘ I see from the report of the meet- 
ing of delegates that a large majority affirmed the retention of Mr. Macdonald on 
the board appointed to arrange a sliding scale of wages for South Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire. That decision puts in peril the working out of the scheme which all 
good men on both sides have looked to as the only one likely to prevent a recur- 
rence of such disastrous misunderstanding as that which recently destroyed the 
prosperity of this district. Ihave most anxiously considered the position, and I 
may be permitted to say that no event of my life would cause me such lasting re- 

vet as to feel that, however innocently I had contributed towards a deplorable 
issue, l was the first to suggest in my speech at Bridgend, in February last, the 
propriety of adopting a self-adjusting scale of wages upon tle principle just 
introduced by the lute Sir Thomas Phillips, and I should be the last person 
to leave any stone unturned in carrying it out with that great object before me. 
I shall again respectfully ‘request the council of the Masters’ Association to ac 
cept my retirement. No difficulty will exist in finding one of their number quite 
as competent as myself to represent them, and, as it fortunately happens that nei- 
ther of the other members was selected for personal vilification, I hope they may 
be able to ignore the man, and to recognise only the delegate chosen by the colliers 
of South Wales and Monmouthshire as most able to advocate their cause. It is of 
the last importance to all concerned that they should feel jthat no abler delegates 
could be chosen than those by whom they will be represented. I should, indeed, 
have rejoiced if I had been abie tolend my aid in the setttlement of this most mo- 
mentous issue, butfif I passed over such scandalous and unfounded abuse as was 
heaped on me, and met on terms of close association the man who indulged in it, 
and knew not how to make due reparatton, I should be wholly unworthy of the 
honourable position 4 have always occupied both in public and private life.” Ata 
meeting held at Maryhill, in the Glasgow iron mining district, during this week, 
Mr. Macdonald is reported to have suggested to the ironstone miners that they were 
in a position to demand an advance of 6d. per diem, and strongly advised them to 
persist in their demand until it was granted by the masters. The meeting resolved 
to demand an advance of 1s., and tq join the Miners’ National Union. 

In the North of England the pig-iron trade continues firm. The support afforded 
by the demand for foreign shipment is unabated, and the quantities going into 
consumption on the spot and those purchased by merchants are sufficiently large 
to prevent any increase to stocks, which it is expected by the end of the month will 
show a decided reduction. No.1 pig is quoted 58s.; No. 3, 54s.; and No. 4 forge, 
47s. 6d., usual terms. Prices are very firm, and there is an impression that there 
may be a further advance upon current quotations; but itis not likely that any 
such advance will be more than temporary, inasmuch as the shipping season is 
now rapldly drawing toa close, and the finished iron marketnot only in the North, 
but in Wales likewise, is very dull, more particularly as regards rails, which are 
very sluggish. The contracts now in hand for finished iron are approaching com- 
pletion, and but few fresh contracts are passed to replace them. Some of the 
works are already standing very nearly or altogether idle, and others are likely 
soon to be in a like position. 

The report from the Birmingham market is that there likewise is a very gene- 
ral complaint as to the prevailing dulness. The wages dispute seems to have ter- 
minated in favour of the men, but it remains to be seen whether orders at prices 
which have up to {this time been current can be excepted. Best brands of bars 
are quoted 10/., and unbranded iron is very difficult of sale at 7/. 15s. The one 
department which exhibits activity is that of sheet iron, but there are sellers of 
singles at 10/. 15s.. The Scotch pig-iron market opened firm at 66s. 6d., at about 
which price values have been maintained throughout the week. To day's market 
opened 66s. 9d., closing 67s. buyers.

Bo'ness, 
Our market continues firm, and for all kinds of good iron there is a fair demand. 
The manufacturing trade flags most where low qualities are made, hence best 
Staffordshire and Shropshire barsZare in better demand on this market than any 
other kinds, and there has been more business doing in Snedshill and Millington’s 
boiler plates at full rates. Orders for sheets and hoops are plentiful, and there is 
more business doing in nail-rods for export. 

The tin plate market continues quiet. The demand this week is perhaps a little 
weaker. This, however, may be owing to the near advent of the quarterly meet- 
ing, when perhaps buyers expect something may turn upto their advantage. We 
believe that the market for tin-plates will be better at Quarter-day than it is now, 
and, as stated last week, it is not at all improbable that resolutiens will be passed 
at the quarterly meeting to reduce the make considerably. Referring to our pro- 
ducing centres, Staffordshire, Shropshire, and Warrington enjoy a greater amount 
of prosperity at the present time, than any other districts, the boiler-plate trade 
as a whole, even here, is flat and inanimate. The noted Yorkshire houses are 
steadily at work, and obtain full list rates both for bars and their famed specialities. 

The Shropshire smelters, particularly Lilleshall and Madeley Wood, have a 
ready market in Sheffield and Staffordshire for all their produce. The West Coast 
smelters complain of the demand, and, as a rule, are stacking pigs. In Northamp 
tonshire, the stocks are increasing considerably at Heyford, diminishing at Stowe, 
and the famous old Wellingborough brand goes steadily into consumption as fast 
as itis made. In Scotland the attenuated stocks stiffen prices, and both makers’ 
iron and mixed numbers are slightly in the ascendant on the Glasgow market. 

The demand for the raw material at the Middlesborough Exchange last Tuesday 
had improved, but the manufacturing trade in this important district is in a de 
pressed condition. The orders for rails are few and small, and this department of 
the trade is most unsatisfactory. 

The smelters in North Wales are disposing of large quantities of best pig-iron to 
Staffordshire and Shropshire; but the general complaint is that, in face of the 
unfavourable labour market, they are working without a profit. 

We are now getting very near to Quarter day, and our subscribers will like to 
know what we think of prices for next quarter. We have no hesitation in saying 
that there will be no change. There can be no reduction in price, this is quite cer- 
tain, and although the smelters have been losing money all the quarter, and the 
manufacturers with the recent advance in wages can scarcely hold their own, any 
official advance in price would be impracticable at present rates. The Belgians are 
invading our markets for common iron, and as long as the present unfavourable 
conditions surround to labour market this will present a serious obstacle to the 
masters’ profits, and act as a cankerworm to the very best interests of the iron 
trade. 


Messrs. James and Shakspeare—CopreEer: Furnace material has 
been without transactions, importers still holding out for figures beyond the actual 
market values. Not munch trade has transpired in Chili bars, although rumours 
were constantly afloat of large purchases in this description. There is no doubt, 
however, that the quotations offer an inducement to buyers to supply themselves 
rather freely thereat; but such is the apathy in the trade that no one apparentry 
cares to provide for more than daily requirements, and hence, with comparatively 
good deliveries per month, we have to note a dull and dragging market. Austra- 
lian sorts are stealy, but there is not much business doing. English is likewise 
quiet, and smelters are apparently willing to book orders for manufactured on 
slighty easier terms. —-TIN: English is dull, but firm, and smelters will only sell 
at our list quotations. Foreign descriptions continue in good request; the trans 
actions during the week, both in Australian and Straits, having again been on a 
large scale, and causing a further rise of about 2s. per cwt. The quantity of the

SutpHuric Acip.—Dr. Herman Sprengel’s improvement in the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid was patented in 1875, and consists in injecting water 
in the form of spray into the chambers instead of steam. To effect this a jet of 
steam escapes from a plantinum nozzle at a pressure of about 2 lbs., and blows 
through the centre of a flowing jet of water by means of an apparatus similar in 
principle to Herapath’s blow-pipe. These jets are let into the side of the chamber 
at a distance of 40 ft. The advantages gained are economy of fuel, nitric acid, and 
pyrites. The method has been in used at the works of the Lawes Chemical Manure 
Company at Barking, and the returns show that a saving of coal to the amount of 
two-thirds of the quantity formerly burned has been effected—the total saving in 
steam, nitric acid, and labour during three months, amounting to 5s. per ton of 
acid of sp. gr. 16 made from pyrites. The patentes points out that a saving of even 
1s. per ton means in this country an annual gain of 50,000/. 


MECHANICAL PuDDLING.—According to the invention of Mr. F. 
W. Sroker, of Moor Ironworks, Stockton-on Tees, a framing above the puddling 
furnace carries a vibrating table turning on a vertical axis, to which brackets carry- 
ing the upper ends of the suspension rods for the rabbles are fixed. A horizontal 
shaft carried by the framing has at one end a chain sheave or gearing by which 
rotary motion is imparted to it, and at the other end, immediately over the centre 
of the vibrating table, it has a crank connected by a universal joint to connecting 
rods that actuate the tne before mentioned suspension rods of the rabbles. The 
horizontal table is vibrated by a worm on the horizontal shaft, in gear with which 
isa worm wheel on the upper end of a uertical seaft tne lower end of wyich carries 
a crank that acts nn a lever projecting from the axis of the table, and thus imparts 
a vibrating motion to the latter.

FurRTHER DIFFICULTIES IN THE WARWICKSHIRE FIELD.—Now 
that the strike of the colliers in Warwickshire is at an end, and the 
men are prepared to resume work as fast as employment can be found 
for them, pending arbitration, there is a difficulty with the stone 
miners in that part of the kingdom. The men are opposed to the 
contract system ; they desire to work the pits in companies, to come 
themselves into immediate business relation with the proprietors of 
the pits, and not serve under a contractor. The difficulty it was 
thought had been overcome, and that the miners were prepared to 
resume under the contractors. The needed preparaticns were made 
by the contractors, but it oozed out that the miners intended only 
to work under the contractors whilst these latter were getting again 
into order the roadways which had been damaged during the strike. 
Upon this the contractors refused to re-open the workings unless at 
the cost of the pit proprietors. The proprietors on their part are 
reluctant to come to terms either with their contractors for the 
continuance of the old system, or with the men for the adoption of 
thenew. As to the contractors, they have weakened their influence 
with the pit owners by having made common cause with the miners 
during the strike, and subscribing to their Union; and as to the men 
working in companies, whatever may be possible in this way by- 
and-bye when the men are better educated, the system, the masters 
believe, is not practicable now. However, a meeting of the mine- 
owners is about to be held, at which the difficulty, which isa serious 
one, will be considered. The Warwickshire stone is not only con- 
sumed in Warwickshire furnaces, but it is likewise largely sold in 
Staffordshire and other neighbouring districts, and it is of an excel- 
lent quality. The long strike in Warwickshire has so dispersed the 
customers of the colliery owners that at present the orders at the 
pits are sufficient only to afford employment to merely a small pro- 


) portion of the colliers.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Sept. 23.—The fact that for some days past there had been, quite 
independently of any official advance in the standard, considerably 
higher rates paid for black tin by the smelters than those formerly 
uoted, could not fail to have its influence upon a market so sensi- 
tive as that of mining shares, and especially of shares in tin mines. 
Hence the activity which has so generally prevailed. Moreover, it 
was felt that there was good reason to anticipate still better things 
in the future. Official quotations are not ignored without substan- 
tial reason, and very few people, in Cornwall at all events, feel any 
doubt that just for the present the demand is in advance of the 
supply, and that it devolves upon Cornwall and not upon Australia 
to make up the deficiency. 

We shall soon be hearing, it may be expected, something definite 
of the arrangements for the great trial of boring-machines, which 
Mr. Basset came forward so liberally to stimulate by his handsome 
offer of 200/. We treat it as quite beyond a doubt that the remain- 
ing 300/. will be raised, and the total sum of 500/, made up. To even 
hint otherwise would be to cast a stigma on the public spirit of our 
mining men that we would be the last tothrow. Wehave no doubt 
whatever that what with the determination of Mr. Basset that the 
trial shall be thorough and the results cf real value, and what with 
the skill of those who will be called in to determine alike the con- 
ditions and the work, the competition will be of real practical 
utility. There is already abundant evidence that there will be 
plenty of competition. The names of several machines already in 
the field have been mentioned, and there are several new ventures 
which have yet to make their mark, and which, in all probability, 
will enter. Probably among the latter will be the new diamond- 
borer of Capt. Tregay, which is being made at Hayle Foundry, and 
which will be completed in about a month. It is an ingenious ar- 
rangement, and it is to be hoped will fully come up to the expecta- 
tions formed. There seems considerable likelihood that the Beau- 
mont Diamond Drill Company will, either by their diamond or per- 
cussive drills, or both, find some work to do in the country, and 
that thus the adaptability of their mode of working to our special 
needs will be thoroughly tested. It was clear from the discussion 
at the meeting of the Miners’ Association that there is work which 
the diamond drill could usefully do, both in exploration and in ob- 
taining that economy of time which in mining matters in so many 
cases is so very important. 

There is one point to be regretted in connection with the meeting 
of the Miners’ Association. The discussion upon the diamond drill 
was thorough and complete, not so that upon the pumping ma 
chinery which Mr. Stephen Holman introduced with so much ability. 
The question of relative utility between the Cornish pumping-en- 
gine, the direct-acting steam pumps, and such arrangements as Mr. 
Davey’s differential engine, is too important to be dealt with in a 
fragmentary discussion at the fag end of a prolonged and highly in- 
teresting meeting. Not merely have the matters of effective pump- 
ing power and first cost to be settled, but the even more important 
—for all these forms of pumping machinery are effective—point of 
the consumption of coals proportionately to the work done. The 
advocates of the Cornish pumping-engine claim for it that it still 
Ttemains—notwithstanding decline of duty, which is due to several 
causes not affecting the form of the engine—the most economical 
pumping arrangement, as tested by the consumption of coal per in- 
dicated horse-power, and that this would be shown if a similar test 
were equally applied all round. Its opponents claim that the ad- 
vantages are on the other side; and it would be a good thing to 
have a meeting at which all this could be fairly argued out. For 
ourselves, having a lively recollection of the way in which the 
Cornish engineers met and repelled the attacks made at the meeting 
of the Institute of Mechanical Engineers at Penzance, we must con- 
fess to an opinion that the Cornish engine in all e:sential points 
would be likely to hold its own. 

The proceedings at the Wheal Peevor meeting are much to be re- 
gretted. Accidental conditions which no one apparently could have 
foreseen have led to the hopes entertained being disappointed, or 
rather, perhaps, we should say to their realisation being postponed. 
Hence difference of opinion leading to serious disputes, which it is 
very evident were in partat least founded upon misunderstanding. 
May we hope that the technical disqualification of the proxies from 
London may give time for a little calmer consideration, and allow 
the contending parties, both of whom surely have the interest of the 
mine at heart, and both have a fair claim to ashare in its manage- 
ment, to come to some amicable understanding and arrangement. 

The deeper some mines are sunk the richer they appear to become. 
At Dolcoath the engine-shaft, which is being sunk below the 314, 
or more than 2100 ft. from the surface, now yields 5 tons of black 
tin per fathom, With the improvements made during the last few 
years in whim drawing, and with the aid of a man-engine for send- 
ing the men up and down, there will be no difficulty experienced 
in profitably working this mine for another 100 fms, in depth.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 


. 23.—There appears again to be a little brightening in the 
Iron Trade of this district, which, it is needless to say, is very wel- 
come, seeing how very dull things have been for months. There 
has been a slight augmentation of rail orders, and some of the works 
are consequently in better employ than they have been before for 
the last 12 months. But trade is still very dull compared with 
what it previously was, and it is doubtful whether it will ever re- 
gain its position, though there are some sanguine that it will. It 
is pleasing to find that arrangements are being made to carry on 
the Aberdare and Plymouth Works, and that Mr. R. Fothergill, M.P.. 
will still be a leading spirit in the firm, and another gratifying 
piece of news to the people of Aberdareis that the Abernant Works 
are to be set in motion again. That large establishment has been 
at a standstill for a long time, and the locality must have suffered 
very much in consequence. The New Panteg Steelworks are now 
retty nearly completed. and if trade -will allow they will shortly 
Ce in full work. This will be a great acquisition to the port and 
neighbourhood as a centre of industry. The total quantity of iron 
cleared from the local ports during August was 23,672 tons, as 
against 18,038 tons in July. Cardiff exported 12,057 tons; New- 
port, 10,868 tons; and Swansea, 745 tons. At the tin-plate works 
matters still remain much about the same, with but little pro- 
spect of improvement. 

The Coal Trade, however, is still a trade upon which the district 
has some reason to congratulate itself. The exports of coal, the 
clearances coastwise, and the quantities carried out of the district 
by rail, are very much larger than those of the corresponding periods 
of last year. The exports last month were as follows:—Cardiff, 





$11,157 tons, against 260,751 tons in August last year; Newport, 
32,707 tons, against 34,214 tons ; Swansea, 52,450 tons, against 54,782 
tons; and Llanelly, 6925 tons, agaiust 4261 tons. But these figures, 
large as they are, show a considerable decrease as compared with | 
the returrs for July. In the shipments coastwise, however, there | 
is an inrease shown botli upon the preceding month and upon | 
the corresponding month of last year. The clearances were as an- 
nexed :—Cardiff, 96,437 tons, against 70,506 tons; Newport, 83,770 | 
tons, against 49.401 tons; Swansea, 29,077 tons, against 19,431 tons ; | 
and L'anelly, 12,461 tons, against 9613 tons. As is usual at this | 
time of the year, the enquiry for house coals is expanding; but, in 
reference to the house and steam coal trades, it may be said that the 


extension in the production of the district has been greater than 
the increase in the consumption, and, therefore, though the present 
demand may appear great as compared with the past, still it is not 
sufficient to keep all the collieries in full work. It augurs well for 
the district, however, to see that an increase of supply creates an 
increase of demand, though in a lesser proportion. 

_The Vivian-Macdonald difficulty, as it is familiarly termed in the 
district, has continued to take up a good deal of the time and atten- 
tion of the men, but it seems near a solution at last. Mr. Hussey 
Vivian, M.P., is going to urge the masters to accept his retirement 
from the Conciliation Board, and to appoint another member of 
the Association in his stead. As he thinks that the objectionable 
utterances of Mr. Macdonald applied to him more particularly than 
to any of the other masters they might do this, and allow Mr. Mac- 
donald to remain on the board as one of the representatives of the 
men, ignoring the man, and regarding him only as the representa- 
tive. The votes of the men when canvassed were found to be over- 
whelmingly in favour of retaining Mr. Macdonald on the board, 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Sept. 22.—The South Staffordshire Iron Trade is, on the whole, a 
degree steadier this week in the finished department, but pigs are 
languid, and without alteration. The sheet rolling mills are in very 
fair production, and some tolerable orders for good branded bars 
have recently come to hand. The selling rates for common (un- 
marked) bars range from 7/. 15s. to 8/. 5s. per ton; common sheets 
(singles), are 10/. 15s. to 11/.; and plates (ordinary), are 10/. 10s. per 
ton. Prices of branded iron are steady, on the basis of 10/7. for bars. 
In the pig-iron department there is very little doing, and prices re- 
main at 2/. 15s. for common cinder, and 4/. 15s. for best native all- 
mine, of hot-air make. Cold-air pig of best make, for foundry pur- 
poses, is firm at 6/. per ton. Barrow hematite pigs are arriving in 
this district in conslderable quantities, and compete somewhat se- 
verely with local makes of corresponding quality. 

The South Staffordshire Coal Trade must again be reported steadier 
as regards the better qualities, but common coal and slack are with- 
out change. Thick coal for furnace purposes is selling on the Dudley 
side of the district at 1ls. per ton, and other qualities are in the 
usual proportion to that rate. Common thin coal is at current prices, 
and, under existing cost of raising, by no means productive to the 
mineowners, and it is not improbable that some of the collieries 
will shortly cease operations for a time. 

Messrs. Groucutt and Sons have, we learn, finally determined to 
close their Moxley and Lunt Collieries owing to the increasing dif- 
ficulty they experience in keeping down the water by their own 
unaided efforts. The stoppage of several other pumping-engines in 
the neighbourhood renders it necessary for them, in order to keep 
their own mines free from water, to effect the drainage of a con- 
siderable mineral area extending from Moxley to Darlaston. 

The following were among to-day’s quotations on the Birmingham 
Stock Exchange:—Cannock and Huntington Colliery, 4 premium; 
Sandwell Park Colliery, 35; Hamstead Colliery, 4 to } prem.; Ivy 
House Colliery, 2 to 1 dis.; Chillington Iron, 43 to 54; John Bagnall 
and Sons, 5; Patent Shaft and Axle, 34 prem.; Staffordshire Wheel 
and Axle, 13 prem.; Pelsall Coal and Iron, 5 to 4 dis ; Patent Nut 
and Bolt, 5} prem. 

The North Staffordshire Iron Trade is quiet in all branches. 
Orders for the ordinary kinds of bar-iron are somewhat scarcer, and 
the mills are not so well engaged. Coal is in plentiful supply, at 
about late rates. 

Both in North and South Staffordshire there is a marked absence 
of united action among the ironmasters with regard to the rate of 
wages, numbers of them having hesitated to enforce the reduction 
expressly agreed to at the Birmingham meeting three weeks ago. 
It is somewhat singular that the associations both of the iron- 
masters and of the ironworkers in this district are just now in a 
state of complete disorganisation. 





NortTH STAFFORDSHIRE COAL FIELD.—The paper prepared by 
Mr. C. J. Homer for the lron and Steel Institute meeting at Man- 
chester, which was not read owing to want of time, contained a quan- 
tity of valuable information, compiled by a high authority, on one 
of the best of our coal districts. Mr. Homer said this might be 
termed the central coal field of the Midland Counties, having the 
Cheshire and Lancashire fields on the north, the Derbyshire and Not- 
tinghamshire on the east, the Liecestershire and Warwickshire on 
the south-east, the South Staffordshire and Shropshire on the south, 
and the Denbighshire and Flintshire on the west; and taking the trough of the coal 
field at Tunstall as the centre, it was 150 miles north of London, 40 north of Birming- 
ham, 40 north of Derby, 35 south of Manchester, 40 south of Liverpool, 30 south of 
Runcorn (the nearest shipping port), and 40 miles north-east of Shrewsbury. The 
dip in the centre rises to the north, east, and west from an almost horizontal posi- 
tion, gradually in a curvilinear form to 18 in. to the yard, the outcrops being very 
regular on the eastern portion, and resting on the millstone grit formation ; whilst 
on the western side, af:er passing over the anticlinal axis, it abruptly terminates 
by coming in contact with the red sandstone formation of Cheshire. Mr. Homer 
thinks the coal continues underneath this sandstone, but its depth remains to be 
provid. He describes the operations at Lightwood and Great Fenton, out-ide what 
until lately was considered the western boundary of the North Staffordshire coal- 
field, at the first of which places coal has been found 15 in. thick at a depth of 
125tyards, 3 ft. thick at 178 yards, and 13 ft. at 243 yards, and ironstone 4 ft. thick 
at 200 yards; and at the latter nine distinct seams of coal and ironstone of 8 feet 
thick and upwards have been found in sinking 339 yards, After an exhaustive ac- 
count of the different seams throughout the North Staffordshire district, of which 
the sections are given, Mr. Homer concludes by saying :—In order to appreciate the 
vast wealth of minerals conrained in this coal field reference need only be made to 
the foregoing sections, which show no less than 32 workable seams of coal of an 
aggregate thickness of 130 ft., and 13 seams of ironstone of an average thickness of 
24 ft., down the Winpenny coal (a depth of 1424yards), Taking into consideration 
the extent of mineral resources here set forth, it is somewhat remarkable that it is 
only within a comparatively recent period that the district has attracted any great 
measure of notice. There can, however, be but little doubt that this division of the 
county will ere long become of the first importance as an iron- producing centre, and 
ultimately rival its far.famed sister division in this important branch of industry. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Sept. 23.—Mining operations in Derbyshire have been more active 
during the present week than in the previous one, so far at least as 
the raising of coal is concerned, the production of lead, it may be 
said, having undergone no change for a considerable time past. No 
surprise has been felt at the failure of the co-operative company that 
purchased the Monkwood Colliery, near Chesterfield, who had a loss 
on the last year’s working of 11,000/. It fully bears out what I 
stated with respect to the Monkwood and other collieries some con- 
siderable time since—that having been purchased at a very high 
figure, when coal was nearly double double the price it now is, they 
could never pay when it came down to something like what it was 
in 1871. But there are other collieries in not a much better state 
than Monkwood, and only require a little time to come down to 
something like the same level. The South Yorkshire and North 
Derbyshire Miners’ Association have now obtained possession of the 
Shirland Colliery, near to Alfreton, and under the management, 
financially, of Mr. P. Casey it has made a very good start, more coal 
having lately been sent from it than when it was in the hands of the 
previous owners. There is a considerable quantity of cannel raised 
at the place, and for which there is a good demand, whilst of the 
other coal a considerable tonnage goes to the South. 

Very little alteration has taken place in the state of the Sheffield 
trades during the week, one or two branches being tolerably active, 
whilst the others, as a rule, are quiet. The heavy plate mills have 





been running very well—due in a great measure to the fact that 
two companies monopolise the whole of the business, not only of 
England but of the Continent as well. The foundries, boilermakers, 
and engine works have been doing a very good business. There is 
nothing like activity with respect to Bessemer rails,Jbut a steady 
business is being done at the different works engaged onthem. The 
men enzaved at the Parkgate Works are on strike with respect toa 
reduction of wages. It is not likely that any other works will fol- 
low the same course, for the state of the trade is such that some 


employers would assoon stand as not. There has of late been a very 
fair demand for house coal, especially for London, although as yet 
prices have not advanced, although merchants have been able to 
sell ata higher rate. Steam coal has been in very fair request, abd 
shipments to the North of Europe have been well maintained, es- 
pecially by Worms ani Co., who take upwards of 280,000 tons 
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annually from South Yorkshire alone. Sinking operations are being 
pushed forward at several places most actively, so that before long 
we shall have several new collieries at work. 

There is now some prospect of a start being made with the 
Stephenson Memorial Hall at Chesterfield, which has been before 
tue public for at least two years. The questionas toa good site was 
considered of grave importance; the corporation have offered to give 
a piece of land, but it was on the confines of the town, and a con- 
siderable distance from the railway station. A very eligible piece 
of ground, however, has been selected, but unless a large addition 
is made to the subscriptions the building will fall far short of what 
was originally intended. It appears that the total amount promised 
is only 4600/., whilst to erect a hall worthy of the object for which 
it is intended the sum ought to be about 12,000/. Much, however, 
may yet be done by an energetic canvas, and there is no reason 
whatever why the Association of Engineers—a very wealthy and 
liberal body—should not contribute a handsome sum for the erection 
of a building in memory of one who was the greatest ornament of 
their profession. The engineers gave Barnsley a statue of the late 
Joseph Locke, by Baron Marochetti, and there is no reason to 
suppose that they would not contribute towards a memorial of his 
old master.

THE PATELEY BRIDGE DISTRICT—THE SUNSIDE AND 
MERRYFIELD MINES, 


Although the millstone grit which constitutes the bearing mea- 
sures in all the mines of the Pateley Bridge district has hitherto 
been considered less favourable for mining enterprise than the car- 
boniferous limestone, which has proved so productive in the Allen- 
heads and other celebrated lead mining regions, there is every 
reason to conclude that the development of the mines of the Nidd 
Valley will give a very fair return to the capitalists embarked in 
them.
